Citirons ihrouchout Pennsylvania 
lauded Sweeny s action and tax­ 
payer groups pressed their public 
officials to institute a similar policy 
Explaining his ultimatum to state j 
welfare employes. Sweeny, a cabinet 
official in the Republican Admin­ 
istration of Governor Arthur H 
James, sa d that the “failure o’ 
state employes to rem it their taxes 
when due sets a bad moral preced­ 
ent for those taxpayers who fulfill 
their responsibilities 
“It is ti e duty of every taxpa>- 
er,' said Sweeny. ' regardle s of who 
he is, to uflHinie his sharp of the 
cost of government as well as its 
advantage; " 
Neglect Blamed 
“Inherently, men are honest and 
willing to pay their debts,” contin­ 
ued the Pennsylvania Secretary of 
Welfare. 4 as is indicated by the 
response to my request Most of the 
delinquencies were the result of 
neglect 
It required merely a logi­ 
cal reminder to immediately obtain 
the desired action. 
* Recovery of delinquent taxes, in 
my opinion, 
commented Sweeny 
“Is one of the foremast duties of j 
all public officials, not only those 
elected to tax offices. Government­ 
al costs rise continually as a result 
of the failure of delinquents to 
assume their proportionate share 
of costs, and one of the means to 
prevent furthur increases in taxa­ 
tion lies in first collecting thase

Sweeny * action was believed to 
be the first of its kind ever insti­ 
tuted by it public official.
